To make it rain, we need to observe the water cycle, it starts in 
the ocean, then goes up to the clouds, then it comes down to the 
earth, then out to sea and so forth.

[1 1 lNorway.[121Serbia. [ll 1 and S witzerland) [1 3 1 Georgia. 
rilllapan.ri41Turkey. ri51 and the United States. [16] These 
sanctions and the instability associated with the civil war have 
reversed previous growth in the Syrian economy to a state of 
decline for the years 2011 and 2012. [17] According to the UN, 
total economic damages of the Syrian civil war are estimated at 
$143 billion as of late 2013. [18] ' 

So, the war is a waste of money, a waste of lives, a waste of 
buildings, and a waste of time, this war will end, maybe as soon 
as there is an election, that brings another problem - namely the 
disruption of elections by rebels and the statesmen that have to 
gain from this.
